American Land Sovereignty Protection 

Act 

Representative Young of Alaska introduced 
and proposed to suspend the rules and pass the 
American Land Sovereignty Protection Act of 
1996. 

The intent of the Act is to preserve the 
sovereignty of the United States over public 
lands and acquired lands owned by the United 
States, and to preserve State sovereignty and 
private property rights in non-Federal lands 
surrounding those public lands and acquired 
lands as amended. 

Sec. I Title 

American Land Sovereignty Protection 
Act of 1996 
Sec. II 

Findings: 

'r- The power to dispose of and make all 
needful rules and regulations governing 
lands belonging to the US is vested in the 
Congress under article IV, sec. 3, of the 
Constitution 

r Some Federal land designations made 
pursuant to international agreements 
concern land use policies and regulations 


for lands belonging to the US which under 
article IV, sec 3, of the Constitution can 
only be implemented through laws enacted 
by the Congress 

>• Some international land designations, such 
as those under the US Biosphere Reserve 
Program and the Man and Biosphere 
Program of the United Nations Scientific, 
Educational, and Cultural Organization, 
operate under independent national 
committees, such as the US National Man 
and Biosphere Committee, which have no 
legislative directives or authorization from 
the Congress 

> Actions by the US in making such 
designations may affect the use and value 
of nearby or intermixed non-Federal lands 

i'' The sovereignty of the States is a critical 
component of our Federal system of 
government and a bulwark against the 
unwise concentration of power 

> Private property rights are essential for the 
protection of freedom 

'r- Actions by the US to designate lands 
belonging to the US pursuant to 
international agreements in some cases 
conflict with congressional constitutional 
responsibilities and State sovereign 
capabilities 

> Actions by the President in applying certain 
international agreements to lands owned by 
the US diminishes the authority of the 
Congress to make rules and regulations 
respecting these lands 

Purpose 

^ To reaffirm the power of the Congress 
under article IV, sec 3, of the Constitution 
over international agreements which 
concern disposal, management, and use of 
lands belonging to the United States 

^ To protect State powers not reserved to the 
Federal Government under the Constitution 
from Federal actions designating lands 
pursuant to international agreements 
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> To ensure that no US citizen suffers any 
diminishment as a result of Federal actions 
designating lands pursuant to international 
agreements 

> To provide a process under which the US 
may, when desirable, designate lands 
pursuant to international agreements 



Sec.Ill Clarification of Congressional 
Role in World Heritage Site Listing 

> The Secretary of the Interior shall not 
nominate any lands owned by the US for 
inclusion on the World Heritage List 
pursuant to the Convention unless such 
nomination is specifically authorized by a 
law enacted after the date of enactment of 
the American Land Sovereignty Protection 
Act of 1996. The Secretary may from time 
to time submit to the Speaker of the House 
and the President of the Senate proposals 
for legislation authorizing such a 
nomination 

> The Secretary of the Interior shall object to 

the inclusion of any property in the US on 
the list of World Heritage in Danger 
established under Article II.4 of the 
Convention unless- 

> The Secretary has submitted to the Speaker 
of the House and the President of the 
Senate a report describing the necessity for 
including that property on the list 


> The Secretary is specifically authorized to 
assent to the inclusion of the property on 
the list, by a joint resolution of the 
Congress enacted after the date that report 
is submitted 

> The Secretary of the Interior shall submit 
an annual report on each World Heritage 
Site within the US to the Chairman and 
Ranking Minority member of the 
Committee on Resources of the House of 
Representatives and the Committee on 
Energy and Natural Resources of the 
Senate, that contains the following 
information for each site: 

1- An accounting of all money expended to 
manage the site 

2- A summary of Federal full time equivalent 
hours related to management of the site 

3- A list and explanation of all 
nongovernmental organizations contributing to 
the management of the site 

4- A summary and account of the disposition of 
complaints received by the Secretary related to 
management of the site 

Sec IV Prohibition and Termination of 
UN Biosphere Reserves 

> No Federal official may nominate any lands 
in the United States for designation as a 
Biosphere Reserve 

> Organizations shall not have, and shall not 
be given, any force or effect, unless the 
Biosphere Reserve is: 

1 -Authorized by law 

2- Consists solely of lands owned by the US 

3- Is subject to management plan that ensures 
adjacent non-Federal property is not restricted 

4- An accounting of all money expended to 
manage the reserve 

5- List of nongovernmental organizations 
contributing to reserve management

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Mental Health Parity Amendment 


Senator Domenici proposed the Mental Health 
Parin' Act be included in the final 
Appropriations Bill for the Dept.’s of HUD and 
Veterans Administration. 

This bill means mental health would be fully 
covered as physical health care is now. Most 
states now allow up to 90 days a year for 
mental health treatment; despite psychiatrists 
who term all mental health problems as being 
life-long. 

Under Domenici’s provision, insurance 
coverage for mental health would max out at 
$1,000 per day. Designating these illnesses as 
life-long could cost a incredible amount of 
public and private funds. 

A second side effect of this new-found focus 
on mental disorders is the increasing number of 
children being administered psychiatric drugs 
daily, due to these children being diagnosed 
with Opposition Defiance Disorder, Attention 
Deficit Disorder (I’m afflicted with this 
disorder anytime a politician or the government 
speaks) Arithmetic or Reading Dysphoric 
Disorder to name a few. 

The Domenici Amendment provides for 
financial incentives for increasing the number 
of children diagnosed with these illnesses.

The Mental Health industry are promising 
Congress the Domenici Amendment will only 
add 1% to 3% increase onto the cost of health 
coverage. The amendment increases the 
lifetime cap on mental health coverage to $1 
million, and mandates all business owners must 
provide mental as well as physical coverage. 
Mental health already is the largest rip-off of 
the insurance and Medicaid system. Millions of 
Americans are collecting SSI and other benefits 
while claiming a plethora of related illnesses. 
An added emphasis will be on school systems 
classifying kids as mentally deficient because 
of the inevitable federal funds to be available.

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America’s New Army of The 21 st 
Century

The Army is in the process of fundamental 
change within it’s organizational and training 
structure. A reconceptualization and redesign 
of the force at all echelons, from the foxhole to 
the industrial base is well underway. 

According to new Army doctrine, the force of 
the future will be Force XXI, organized around 
information technologies. The Army has 
shifted it’s physical focus from a predominately 
forward deployed force to a CONUS based 
force projection Army. 

Since the end of the Cold War, eight 
divisions, one corps and associated support 
units have been inactivated. Yet, some 127,000 
Army personnel remain forward deployed in 
almost 50 countries. 

Some of the re-directions the new Army faces 
are the redesign of forces to be able to meet 
military requirements against a host of ill- 
defined threats. One of the more interesting 
training changes that has taken place is through 
the Louisiana Maneuvers (LAM) process. The 
Army has been systematically retraining it’s 
officers and troops in Urban warfare, as 
opposed to Jungle or Sand Warfare. 

The Army is now attuned to the fact they 
cannot be designed against a single threat; that 
multiple domestic and foreign urban activities 
may be required. The new Force XXI’s 
implementation, investment, and fielding 
decisions will be approved by a Board of 


Directors (BoD) and fully synchronized with 
the program memorandum (POM) cycle. 

According to Force XXI policy directives; 
frequent, varied deployments in Operations 
Other Than War (OOTW), to include 
assistance to civilian authorities, will continue 
through the year 2010. 

The new Army’s campaign will be conducted 
along three axis, one of concept and design of 
the operating forces (Little a Army), one of 
concept and design of the TDA/Institutional 
Army (Big A Army), and a third axis of 
acquisition and assimilation of information age 
digitization capabilities. 

Force XXI will control the power of 
information and technology and incorporate 
unprecedented battle command capabilities in 
order to ensure a more lethal, more mobile, and 
more survivable fighting force by exploiting the 
Army’s modernization focus. 



The Army has been carefully studying the 
results and impact of recent joint venture 
training exercises, especially Operation Prairie 
Warrior. The Army has issued field orders to 
all officers and units to conduct 
experimentation in coordination with and in 
support of Operation Joint Venture to ensure 
the Force XXI TDA/Institutional Army supports 
the redesigned operating force. 

Other Army directives are to: 

1- Articulate the strategic objectives for Force 
XXI efforts 
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3- 

4- 


Coordinate and execute the 4 Star Board of 
Directors meetings 

Participate as partner in the Joint Venture 
Serve as executive agent for the 
TDA/Institutional Axis 
5- Establish the baseline for Advanced 
Warfighting Experiments (AWE). 
Coordinate experimental design, data 
collection, analysis and reporting for AWEs 
and exercises. 

The Army’s Louisiana Maneuvers Task Force 
has been directed to: 

1- Coordinate and synchronize execution of 
the Force XXI Campaign Plan 

2- Plan, coordinate and execute Force XXI 
AARs 

3- Identify and leverage enabling technologies 
such as STOW, to support development of 
Force XXI as well as to provide measurable 
value added to on-going real world 
operations. 

A recent addition to the Army’s New Force is 
the extensive urban training being conducted at 
Fort Campbell, Kentucky, by the 101 st Airborne 
Division and the 160 th Special Operations 
Aviation Regiment (Soar). Also known as the 
Nightstalkers, this specialized unit exclusively 
flies Little Bird and Apache helicopter 
gunships. They are responsible for the many 
reported sightings of Black helicopters flying 
nightly over our urban centers. 



The Black-little Birds have been repeatedly 
observed participating in maneuvers over 
Pittsburgh, Los Angles, Mobile, and were 
present during the government’s murderous 
siege upon Waco. 

The 160 th Division is a specialty unit trained 
to perform Urban Insertion , employing 


paratroopers. It was two Fort Campbell 
insertion helicopters that crashed into each 
other during this past summer while 
conducting nighttime maneuvers. 

It seems quite obvious specialized military 
units are being trained for domestic urban 
warfare scenarios, despite Title 18, Section 
1385 of the U.S. Code that makes such use of 
the military against American citizens Illegal 
and Unconstitutional. 

Then again, the very fact this country 
maintains a Standing Army during times of 
peace is blatantly unconstitutional. Executive 
Maritime War Powers Emergency Acts 
notwithstanding. 



As stated in previous Issues of Colony News, 
military peacekeeping missions in Somalia, 
Haiti, and Bosnia can only be explained as 
precursors to peacekeeping missions soon to be 
enacted upon American cities, towns, and rural 
areas. 

There appears to be a wide disconnect 
between the Pentagon’s view of law and 
Constitutional law.

The Second Amendment to the 
United States Constitution

A well regulated Militia, being necessary to 
the security of a free state , the right of the 
people to keep and bear Arms, shall not be 
infringed 

Expanded Version 
A well regulated (well trained and well 
organized) Militia, being necessary to the 
security of a free State ( secure from external 
invasion, secure from internal disorder, and 
secure from an unconstitutional federal 
government gone out of control,) the right of 
the people ( all individuals) to keep and bear 
Arms ( of any type, especially military type 
weapons,) shall not be infringed ( not interfered 
with the least little bit.) 

Note that it is the “people” who keep and bear 
to form the “militia”. The reason why the 
second amendment was written to specify that 
the people retain the right to keep and bear 
anus to form the militia is to prevent the 
government from forming a “select militia” 
such as the National Guard and disarming the 
people under the false pretense that the select 
militia was the only militia. The federal 
government operates with the authority 
delegated to it by the people through the 
Constitution. The federal government has NO 
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AUTHORITY and NO PROPER POWER to do 
ANYTHING when the authority to do that has 
not been specifically delegated to the 
government. 



The Bill of Rights grants no rights, but acts 
to prevent the government from interfering 
with the pre-existing rights of the people. The 
Second Amendment states the “the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed/’ This means that ALL of the people 
have the right to keep and bear arms OF 
UNLIMITED TYPES and especially of 
military types since the Second Amendment, 
after all, is talking about militia. 

“Not be infringed” means not to be limited or 
interfered with the LEAST LITTLE BIT. The 
government has NO AUTHORITY to limit or 
regulate arms of the militia or arms of the 
people - militia and people meaning the same 
thing. The term “well regulated” in the Second 
Amendment means well trained and well 
organized, such training and organization now 
being the responsibility of the people and 
sometimes delegated to state governments by 
the people. It is the people, acting as the 
militia, who provide the ultimate security of a 
free state. 

The term regulated is commonly used today to 
mean governed or controlled, however, the 
phrase "“well regulated” as used in the Second 
Amendment and commonly used in the 18 th 
century when the document was drafted, means 


well maintained, well trained, or well tuned - 
in other words, kept regular. 



It did not refer to congressional control or 
management of the militia. For such a result 
would effectively turn the militia into a mere 
tool of the federal government and defeat the 
very purposes of the Second Amendment, 
which included preventing the government 
from keeping a large standing army, and 
providing a check against an oppressive 
government. 



The word “regulated”, as used at the time, 
meant simply “to make regular.” It had nothing 
to do with government regulations as we know 
them today. A current word of similar meaning 
is “standardize.” If the militia is standardized, 
the militias of the several states are trained and 
organized to meet a common standard of 
combat readiness. The Constitution in 1.8.16 
calls for Congress to provide the standardized 
“discipline” for the state militias. At one time 
the Militia Act provided that common 
discipline, but it has long since been repealed. 


















































weapons-especially since such a limitation 
would be in direct violation of the Second 
Amendment. 



Under Article I. Section 8 of the Constitution, 
the federal Congress has been delegated the 
power “to provide for calling forth the militia 
to execute the laws of the union, suppress 
insurrections and repel invasions; to provide for 
organizing, arming, and disciplining, the 
militia, and for governing such part of them 
(note the use of the plural ‘them’, indicating an 
understanding that the militia is composed of 
the plural people) as may be employed in the 
service of the United States, reserving to the 
states respectively, the appointment of the 
officers, and the authority of training the militia 
according to the discipline prescribed by 
Congress.” 



Since the federal government has sadly 
neglected the training of the militia and there is 
currently no discipline prescribed by Congress, 
those functions fall back upon the ultimate 
authority, the people, and their agents, the state 
governments. The federal government is 
supposed to be responsible for arming the 
militia, but there is nothing in the above to 
suggest any power to limit types of militia 



Modem militia units, publicly formed as are 
units of the Texas Constitutional Militia, are 
unquestionably Constitutional and lawful. 
Current federal law states that all males ages 17 
to 45 compose the unorganized militia, but this 
limitation applies only when militia units are 
called up for federal service. 

State age and gender requirements vary- 
Texas, for example, has no age or gender 
limitations for Texas militia units. Also, in 
Texas the power to organize and discipline the 
militia remains with the people since the 
section in the Texas Constitution delegating 
that authority to the Texas Legislature was 
rescinded by the vote of the people. 
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Is Third Continental Congress 
The Answer?

Second Continental Congress 


Delegates from across the country have been 
selected during the past month to attend and 
represent their States at the Third Continental 
Congress, being held in Harrisonville, MO, 

Oct. 29-31 of this year. 

The avowed reason for the Constitutional 
Congress, according to Ray Southwell, of the 
Northern Michigan Regional Militia, is that We 
The People must he prepared to establish a 
provisional government when the current one 
collapses under the weight of its own 
corruption. 

According to the Northern MI Militia, over 
half the states are expected to send delegates to 
the Convention. There is disagreement within 
the patriotic ranks as to the wisdom and merit 
of the Constitutional Congress plan. A number 
of patriotic spokesmen have openly advised 
against holding such a Convention which 
openly avows to replace the sitting government. 
Several State Militias have ignored the 
Convention totally. 

Patriotic opposition comes from members 
who are concerned the Convention will cast 
further bad publicity upon the movement. It’s 
unlikely the American public will pay any 
attention at all to the event, except for possible 


reinforcement of their negative attitude towards 
militia groups in general. 

The Convention’s agenda will discuss the 
crises in America being caused by the present 
government which patriots agree is corrupt. 
Norm Olson, of the Northern MI Militia states 
the goal of the Congress is to find solutions 
without having to go to war; and that millions 
of people are being tyrannized and oppressed 
by the federal government. Olson also said 
Agents of various enforcement branches 
continue to rob, seize, arrest, and kill without 
accountability, and that there is no justice left 
in the corrupt courts. 

Ray Southwell added that possible goals 
include the restoration of the Republic, Justice 
for All, and the formation of a Continental 
Army under a Congressional Committee of 
Safety’. 

It’s this reference to formation of a 
Continental Army that has the government 
watching, and some patriots disagreeing. 
Formation of such an entity would provoke 
widespread objection from the American 
public as a whole. 

The three-day congress will include Cliff 
Brookins, an African-American from Detroit, 
Bob Davis, a common-law scholar. Freemen 
and others. 

Establishment of a mirror-provisional govern¬ 
ment prepared to assume rule-of-law in the 
event of the current government’s demise is 
merely a perfunctuary move. One has to 
assume any patriotic event as public as this will 
also consist of 25% federal infiltrates. The 
delegates would be well advised to be 
extremely careful in their discussions within 
the group and with one another. 

Whether the Third Constitutional Congress 
Convention will produce enduring, positive 
solutions to the corrupt government at hand 
remains to be seen. A follow-up report will be 
issued in next months edition.

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What Is The Republic Of Texas?

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There has been much speculation about 
developments in Texas; particularly concerning 
the establishment of The Constitutional 
Republic of Texas. Hopefully, information 
supplied by the Republic's founders will 
provide instructive for citizens throughout the 
nation. 

According to the introduction to their 
Preamble, The Republic of Texas has been 
lawfully reestablished as a free and 
independent nation under the law of nations. 
Proper lawful process has been completed and 
the United States, United Nations, and all the 
nations of the world have been notified. 

John C. VanKirk, President, Republic of 
Texas, provided the world a formal 
announcement on Jan. 10, 1996. Following is 
content of that announcement: 

From: The Provisional Government of the 
Republic of Texas ex rel the People of the 
Republic of Texas. 

On April 12, 1994, a legal process was 
commenced by citizens of Jeff Davis county in 
Texas to perfect regaining the sovereignty of 
the Soil of Texas in accordance with the law of 


nations finalized on Jan. 2. 1996, Texas 
Supreme Court case #95-1002 on Nov. 16, 
1995, by the People on Dec. 13, 1995, and 
finally in the International Court of Justice 
Docket #94135. This has now lawfully vested 
the government of Texas back in the hands of 
the People of Texas as a Republic Nation as 
established by its founders on Nov. 13, 1835. 

How a Republic was Reborn 
Through diligent research, a para-legal in Fort 
Davis, TX, discovered that the State of Texas 
had not been properly annexed into the union 
of States. 

Richard McLaren, working on freeing the 
Davis County Land Commission of the grasp of 
the EPA, discovered that Texas was not 
lawfully annexed or inducted into the United 
States. Through a Joint Resolution the 
Legislature of 1845 annexed the State without 
the requisite number of votes. Through this 
action the Republic of Texas was set aside and 
became the State of Texas. 

At this time the Republic of Texas was a 
sovereign nation completely separated from the 
United States. There was no provision in the 
Constitution of the United States, nor in the 
laws of the United States to annex a foreign 
nation into the Union.

Although 
there was not a quorum to vote on the matter, it 
was accepted. Through chicanery and deceit 
the Republic was set aside but through the 
diligence in research of one man, the Republic 
is reborn. 

We have done all the legal footwork to 
accomplish the rebirth of the Republic. The 
State of Texas Supreme Court has ruled that it 
has no jurisdiction in the matter, the State 
Department of the United States has declared 
that it is an internal matter, so we took the 
problem to the International Court in Hague, 
Netherlands. 
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There has been a Provisional Government 
elected, from the delegates to the Constitution 
Convention, to provide the required governing 
body for the Republic. This Provisional 
Government will be in place only as long as it 
takes to bring about the transition from the 
State of Texas to the Republic of Texas. 

Citizenship in Republic of Texas 

Who mav be a Citizen? 

Everyone who has been living on the soil in 
Texas for at least six months. This requirement 
is specified in the Constitution for the Republic 
of Texas of 1836. 

What does it mean to be a citizen? 

Citizenship means you give true allegiance to 
the Republic of Texas. This means you will 
support the Republic and the Constitution of 
the Republic. It also means that you will not 
bear allegiance to any foreign nation or 
government. 

Why should I become a Citizen 9 
As a Citizen, you are free to act as you see fit, 
to provide for yourself, your family, and your 
children. The government of the Republic of 
Texas will not tell you what kind of medical 
care you can receive, what your children will 
learn at school, or how much money you can 
keep this year. You do not need the 
governments permission to start your own 
business, work, or travel. You are the only 
person who can make the best choices for your 
life, and those choices are yours. 

Becoming a Citizen of the Republic vests you 
with all the rights and freedoms of Citizenship, 
as well as placing you under the jurisdiction of 
the Common Law. You will then experience 
liberty and freedom, rather than a life filled 
with oppression, regulation, and governmental 
red tape. 

We hope this explains citizenship in the 
Republic.

Of Militias

The government has the Militia on the run. 

No, not with armored vehicles chasing 
Constitutional brigades through the high forests 
of the Northwest, or the swamps of Dixie, or 
the mesa's of the Southwest, not even the urban 
sprawl of the Northeast; but with a media 
public relations bombardment successfully 
painting militias as anti-American extremist 
and terrorist.

The leader of the militia, Ray Looker, was 
recorded offering blueprints to the building in 
return for $50,000. The money supplier and 
receiver of the blueprints supposedly was a 
International Terrorist organization.

While Looker, and the other men arrested, 
charged the government with entrapment, (and 
no doubt there was) the FBI revealed during 
arraignment they had successfully infiltrated 
the group for several months.

The governments efforts to label all militias 
and patriotic organizations as dangerous 
extremist interested in obtaining and utilizing 
explosives to further their agenda is becoming 
reality. 



Recently, we printed, on our Saturday weekly 
E-News over the Internet, an essay on the 
stupidity of militia organizations even 
considering any kind of affiliation with 
explosives; mentioning we were not interested 
in America becoming akin to England and 
Northern Ireland, where a trip to the 
supermarket by the wife and kids results in 
their death or disfigurement due to a random 
bomb being set-off. 

We also mentioned the patriotic movement 
must be smart - as smart as the media and 
government; something they surely have not 
been up to now. 

We stated a patriotic must have courage, and 
brains. We used the metaphor of Lexington, 
where 70 brave patriots disagreed with - and 
stood their ground, against 700 British Troops.

Still others engage in neighborhood and civic 
projects. These organizations present positive 
images and offer thoughtful solutions. 

The Central Michigan Militia and New Jersey 
Militias are both heavily involved in grassroots 
politics; effecting change from bottom up. 

Most all militias, contrary to media stereotype, 
are pro-inclusive, their members consisting of 
all races, religions, and genders. 



Less numerous, but more visible groups such 
as the Phineas Priesthood. Ary an Nation and 
the White Socialist Party are being linked to 
state militias, although there are huge 
differences between the two. One militia leader 
we spoke with very recently said he had no, nor 
wanted no, affiliation with either White 
Supremacist groups, or anyone interested in 
bomb making. 

One reason the government has been able to 
successfully target, entrap, and publicize the 
militia's involvement in explosives and other 
actions; is the intense infiltration methods em¬ 
ployed by the FBI, and the ATF. 

Given the Militia movement must be aware of 
Federal insertion methods; one might think it 
would be impossible to uncover wrongdoing 
within any of the organizations. Not so. And we 
can't understand it.

SPIKE AIRBORNE class he attended recently.

On September 20,21, and 22, Marion County' 
Airport. Jasper TN, w'as the sight of Bo Gritz' 
SPIKE AIRBORNE class, of which I had the 
pleasure of attending. I arrived mid-day on the 
I9 lh , signed in, and met Bo and family, who 
were pretty busy preparing for the event. 

Friday, Sept 20 at 0700 hrs. EST, we gathered 
at the field for orientation. We were welcomed 
by Bo and Claudia Gritz, and Leon Riche, our 
Chief Jumpmaster and Principal Airborne 
Instructor. It was still dark and cold, most of us 
seemed to be freezing and praying for the sun 
to come up. which thawed us out and provided 
a great day for us. 

After orientation and the review of our 
procedure agreements, we divided into Red and 
Blue Teams to help keep things flowing in 
rotation. Classes were divided into Jump 
Operations and Flight Operations, at which 
time we split up to go to our assigned areas. 

My team started the day in Parachute Ground 
School, where we were each individually 
instructed in jump procedures. Our instructors 
were all excellent, and gave as much time as 
needed for anyone not comfortable with any of 
the instructions. There was plenty of time for 
practice, being we only had two planes going 
up at a time, each with 2 or 3 jumpers. Those 
waiting to jump were instructed on packing 
square personnel canopies for the next jumpers. 
Of course, they held our hands all the way 


through this, and the back-up chute was packed 
by our Jumpmaster only. All the chutes opened, 
so we couldn’t have done too bad. 

Jumps were at 3500 feet, with a static line. 
Some of us, including me, jumped as a storm 
front was moving in. Sure, it was nice and calm 
at ground level, but get up about 3500 feet and 
man was it getting breezy!! After our chutes 
opened it was a real battle to make it to the 
landing zone, and a few of us never made it 
there. Some landed in neighbors yards, some in 
cow fields, one in the trees, another in the 
parking lot, etc. Fortunately I won my battle 
with the wind and returned safely to the 
airfield. 

There were a few casualties, none fatal, 
mostly resulting from improper landing 
procedures. A few broken bones here and there 
but nothing life threatening. The air is very 
unforgiving. If you didn't pay attention and 
missed something in training, you will learn the 
hard way soon enough. This was one course 
you couldn't afford to day dream through. 

At night we set up a tactical landing zone, 
which was done by shutting power off at the 
airport. We assumed our positions on the 
airfield, and in total darkness, except for our 
modified flash lights, landed a plane onto the 
runway, delivered a package, and then sent it 
on its way. A big hand goes out to Bo, who is 
probably the only one crazy enough to fly a 
plane onto a dark LZ with us clowns guiding 
him. The fog was super heavy, and Bo’s night 
vision goggles just weren’t doing the trick that 
night, so we called off a little earlier than we 
wanted. 

Jumping was the highlight of the course, but 
there was much more. Each student learned to 
make and pack field expedient chutes; survey, 
report, determine a release point, and mark a 
drop zone. We conducted equipment drops and 
were taught to rig and execute an aircraft 
message pick-up. Everyone, with assistance, 
took-off and landed fixed wing aircraft. For 
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extra entertainment there was a Hand Glider 
Trainer and bungee-jump. 

Overall. I would say Bo and company did an 
excellent job setting up this course. There was 
some confusion at times about just which class 
to be in a what time, but knowing the very short 
time they had in preparing for this event, it was 
done extremely well. Everyone had a great time 
and I'm looking forward to the next SPECIAL 
SPIKES.

England 

WWIl Propagandist 

Official papers released recently, but originally 
intended to be kept secret for 75 years, showed 
P. G. Wodehouse, the comic who broadcast 
German propaganda during WWII, was 
intentionally hidden from the British public 
because government officials thought his return 
to Britain would be embarrassing. Wodehouse 
was adamant he had not made the broadcast in 
exchange for freedom. Wodehouse settled in 
America and became a citizen in 1955. Many 
Britain" s believe he should have been tried for 
treason. 

Labour Party supports EMU 
Labour Party spokesman Robin Cook 
reaffirmed a new Labour government would 
support Britain's entrance into the EMU. Cook 
also said if unemployment would benefit, he 
supports a European single-currency. A Labour 
government also supports the EU’s social 
protocol on workers’ rights. 

Britain cannot face the challenge of the 
modern world through the tunnel vision of the 
narrow nationalism of today's Toiy Party, 

Cook said. 

Cook also said: Once a nation is persuaded 
that foreigners abroad are a threat, then its 
only a short stop to believing minorities at 
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home are a danger. The Labour Party is 
expected to capture Parliament is Britain's 
upcoming elections. 

Israeli Embassy Bombinu 
A jury of four people were selected in the trial 
of 1993, and 1995 bomb attacks on the Israeli 
Embassy and a philanthropic institute in 
London. 

The trial involves 2 car bombs allegedly 
planted by 2 men and 2 women of Palestinian 
origin. They are charged with conspiring to 
cause explosions. The j urors were instructed by 
Judge Garland to avoid discussions about the 
Middle East conflict during the trial. 

Britain Prepares to Ban Handguns 
Home Secretary Michael Howard said Britain 
will introduce legislation to ban all handguns in 
the country. .22 cal. handguns, while still 
allowed under the legislation, would have to be 
kept at licensed gun clubs. 

Howard told the House of Commons Britain 
will now have the toughest gun control laws in 
the world, (what would you expect from this 
nation of wimps, whose last vestige of pow er 
over the past 20 years has been fighting 
Argentina and killing the Irish people) 

Britain-Cuba join together to fight drugs 

Britain and Cuba signed a joint accord for the 
purpose of combating drug-trafficking. Deputy 
Minister Thomas Sackville said The 
commitment of Cuba in the fight against drugs 
is absolute. The mutual information has led to 
some very significant arrests. 

Meanwhile, the US continues its stupid policy 
of castigating Fidel; while drug traffic 
originating from the Caribbean escalates. 

Britain has seized 440 pounds of drugs this 
year due to shared Cuban information. Oliveiro 
Montalvo, head of Cuba's anti-drug department 
said 2.75 tons of drugs, mostly cocaine, have 
been seized during 1996, compared with just 22 


pounds in 1995. He attributes the increase to 
British intelligence. 

Montalvo said Cuba was eager to cooperate 
with other countries in combating drug 
smuggling, and reiterated Cuba's view that 
cooperation could extend to the US if 
Washington wanted. 

Naturally, Washington is too busy kissing ass 
to a handful of Cuban refugees in Miami, for 
political reasons, to bother with the nation’s 
real problem; illegal drug trade. Our suggestion 
make peace with Fidel, and send the Cubans 
home.

East German Stasi secrets revealed 

Victims of East Germany's secret police, Stasi 
have produced a 500 page dictionary' with 855 
special terms, enabling volumes of Stasi files to 
be decoded. 

The Stasi, used euphemisms to characterize 
all their thoughts and words. The Stasi jargon 
was so secretive and specialized the files are 
useless without the translation. According to 
Stasi files, they built up an astonishing 
widespread network of informants-estimated at 
400,000 in a population of 16 million. 

Zionist organizations are described as 
reactionary, nationalistic, racist, counter¬ 
revolutionary, anti-socialist and anti-Soviet 
political groups which support the foundation 
of the Zionist ideology like chauvinism, racism 
and expansionism. 
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Church of Scientology watched 
The German government is keeping a close 
watch on the Church of Scientology's actions 
here. The Group has accused the German 
Government of conducting a witch hunt against 
it. Family and Youth Affairs Minister Claudia 
Nolte has accused the Group of indoctrinating 
youth and masquerading as a church while 
being driven largely be economic motives. 

The government urged Germans to boycott the 
Movie Mission Impossible because its star, 

Tom Cruise, is a member of the Church. 

The religion, founded in 1954 by the late 
American science fiction novelist L. Ron 
Hubbard, claims more than 8 million adherents 
worldwide. High profile members Cruise's 
wife. Nicole Kidman, and Hollywood star John 
Travolta. Church of Scientology President 
Reverend Heber Jentzsch urged his members to 
rally, and refused to back off. 

Banned Party allowed to rally 
The far-right National Party of Germany 
(NPD) will be permitted to hold a rally in 
Bonn, despite police objections, on the 
country 's national Unity Day holiday, a court 
ruled. An administrative court in Cologne, 
which has jurisdiction over nearby Bonn, lifted 
a ban that Bonn police had imposed on the 
small party whose German name-National- 
demokratis Partei Deutschlands-is similar to 
that of the outlawed Nazi Party. 

Police wanted to ban the rally, to be held in 
Bonn's town centre , on grounds that it would 
present a danger to public safety. They Said the 
event might become violent because far-left 
groups could try to interrupt it. The court said 
police did not present sufficient evidence the 
rally would present a danger. 

European Union marches on 
Gennanv and France are making progress 
towards narrowing their differences on 
European Union reform; reporting progress on 


interior and justice affairs, although differences 
remain over the European Parliament. 

French President Jacques Chirac and German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl, meeting in Dublin, 
agreed on a common foreign and security 
policy by appointing a senior official to 
represent the bloc internationally. 

Both countries agreed on the need to change 
the weighted voting system to give the big 
member states more clout relative to the 
smaller ones as a prelude to the enlargement of 
the EU to take in former communist Central 
European states. 

Afghan refugees creating problems 
Amnesty International appealed to Gennanv 
to suspend deportations of Afghan asylum- 
seekers now that the Taleban radical Moslem 
militia had taken power in their homeland. 

The militia, which captured the capital of 
Kabul last week, has executed a former 
president, banned women from workplaces and 
imposed strict Islamic rule on Afghan society. 
The interior ministry said it would wait for a 
foreign ministry report on the latest 
developments in Afghanistan before deciding 
whether to suspend deportations. There are 
about 5,000 Afghan asylum-seekers in 
Germany 

Ireland 

South American Drugs in Ireland Too 

Irish customs officials discovered and seized 
the largest haul of drugs from South America to 
Europe ever recorded. 

Liam Hurley, director of the Customs 
National Drugs Team, said more than half a ton 
of cocaine had been found in secret compart¬ 
ments inside the Sea Mist, a converted trawler 
impounded while on route from Venezuela. 

The trawler, en-route to continental Europe, 
experienced engine trouble and was force into 
Cork harbor on the south coast of Ireland. 
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Police became suspicious of the trawler 
because it was not flying a flag and the two 
West Indian men, two with addresses in 
England, and a Venezuelan woman told 
conflicting stories. It appeared the cargo was 
destined for either Denmark or France. 
Ireland's miles of remote coastline have made 
it a haven for drug smuggling with the country 
being used as a trans-shipment point for the 
import of drugs to Europe. 

IRA Bomb Statement 

Text of statement issued by the IRA. 

"Volunteers of Oglaigh na hEireann (IRA) 
planted two 800 pound bombs that detonated 
within the confines of the headquarters of the 
British occupying forces in Ireland. 

The target was personnel connected with the 
Thiepval barracks and we regret any injuries 
caused to civilians. 

Contrary to media speculation that this action 
was designed to provoke loyalist paramilitaries, 
this action should be viewed in the context of 
our statement of Feb. 9. announcing the end of 
the 18-month complete cessation of military' 
operations. 

As we outlined on that occasion, we called the 
cessation to enhance the democratic peace 
process. The British government responded by 
squandering that historic opportunity in a vain 
attempt to defeat the IRA. 

The resolution of the conflict demands an 
inclusive negotiated settlement. This is not 
possible unless and until the British 
government faces up to its responsibilities. 

The blame for the failure thus far of the Irish 
peace initiative lies squarely with John Major 
and his government." 

The statement was signed by P. O'Neill, the 
name that usually accompanies IRA statements. 


Russia 

Starving Army 

Russian Defence Minister Igor Rodionov 
appealed to Boris Yeltsin for urgent funds to 
ease a crises in the army before matters get out 
of control. Rodionov played down the threat of 
a rebellion in the army, saying the situation was 
manageable for now, but a backlog of unpaid 
wages was becoming intolerable. 

The army, the pride of Soviet society, has 
suffered from underfunding and low morale 
since the superpower collapsed in 1991 and 
many soldiers haven't been paid for months. 
Additionally, many soldiers are unhappy over 
being dragged into the war in breakaway 
Chechnya, saying it w ; as not their duty to fight 
inside the country, (maybe the Russian army 
should inform Clinton and FEMA of this) 
Recently ousted General Lebed said the army 
was close to mutiny because of mounting 
frustration. The army's allegiance to Lebed is 
strong; and a military coup against Yetsin is not 
unthinkable. 

Drug problem in Russia also 
Interior Ministry officials said two million 
Russians regularly take illegal drugs and as 
many as 15% of the country's 150 million 
people have had contact with narcotic 
substances. 

The number of people consuming drugs in 
Russia has increased twofold the past decade, 
with the highest increase among young people. 
The Russian State Duma has not allocated any 
money to fight illegal drugs during 1996. 

Profits from the production and sale of drugs 
topped $554 million dollars in 1995. That 
figure is expected to triple by the end of 1996. 
About 80,000 crimes linked to drugs were 
committed in 1995, up from 16,000 in 1990. 

The rise in drug consumption has triggered a 
dramatic increase in the growth of aids cases. 
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Most of the drugs come from Afghanistan and 
the former Soviet republics of Central Asia. 

Economic Disaster for people 

Millions of Russians, struggling in a tough 
new world market economy, have not been 
paid for months. Wage arrears have risen to 40 
trillion rubles during 1996. 

16-18 million Russians, almost a quarter of 
the working population, have not received what 
they are owed for their labor. The government 
and newly privatized firms ignore their bills, 
workers go for months without pay and power 
companies struggle to supply factories because 
they have not been paid. 

The wage arrears have prompted strikes 
across Russia, especially in the Arctic and in 
the Far East. Average yearly wages in Russia 
are 850,000 rubles (SI60) a month. 

The communists, the largest party in the 
Duma, are capitalizing on the economic 
hardship of the people, and are hoping to 
strengthen their position in the Federation 
Council upper house. 

NATO expansion has Russia on-guard 

The planned expansion of NATO to include 
former Soviet allies has frightened Russians 
and may damage Europe's geopolitical 
structure, Russia's chief of the General Staff 
Mikhail Kolesnikov said. 

Several former Soviet-bloc countries have 
applied for NATO membership and diplomats 
widely suggest that the Czech Republic, 

Poland, and Hungary are leading candidates for 
an initial wave of alliance's expansion. NATO 
leaders have said they press ahead with 
expansion despite Russia's objections. 

In addition to these countries Slovakia also 
announced intentions to join NATO. Russia is 
firmly opposed to further NATO expansion. 


South America 



Elections Brazilian style 
Elections in Brazil remind one of an old Huey 
Long campaign. Each election, rival politicians 
descend upon the town of Cavalcante, located 
in the arid highlands, and populated by the 
Kalungas, bringing with them political favors; 
Brazilian style. 

Armed with dancing girls, bottles of cachaca. 
a fiery sugar-cane sprit, diesel generators and 
accordion drum bands; the politicians provide 
the otherwise neglected Kalungas a week-long 
electoral binge. 

Candidates' biggest challenge is making sure 
the mostly illiterate potential voters know how 
to vote. One woman stands by the side of the 
road with her six children, unashamedly 
waiting for the candidate with the best offer 
before she will move. 

Closer to home, we've actually witnessed this 
Brazilian tradition being implemented in the 
counties of Eastern and Southeastern Kentucky 
The hollows surrounding Inez are renowned for 
election day goodies. 

Brazil rejects US anti-drug money 

Brazil recently refused $710,000 in funds 
from Washington earmarked for anti-drug 
countemarcotics efforts. Brazilian officials said 
they rejected Washington's offer of help 
because the sum was laughable and completely

out of proportion with the problems of drug- 
smuggling faced by Latin America's largest 
country. 

Brazilian officials also said that in 1995 
Washington gave $50 million and 15 airplanes 
to Bolivia, $30 million and six helicopters to 
Columbia and $30 million to Peru. The 
officials further explained that US Drug 
Enforcement activity was cracking down on 
drug-smuggling in neighboring countries, 
forcing more cocaine from Bolivia and 
Columbia to flow through the Amazon river 
basin. 



Colombia 


All Colombians linked to drug trade 

Colombian President Ernesto Samper told 
CNN recently that in C 'olombia, there's not one 
('olomhtan who indirectly or directly hasn V 
been linked to drug trafficking. That ’s why I 
represent Colombia so well , Samper added, in 
reference to scandals that his 1994 election 
campaign was partly financed by Cali cartel 
drug lords. 

Colombia's Vice President, Humberto de la 
Caile, resigned last month citing the campaign 
drug scandal and what he described as rampant 
corruption in the government. Calle termed 
Colombia a narcodemocracy. 

Also. Helmer "EL Pacho" Herrera, the Cali 
cartel drug kingpin, who's worth is estimated at 
SI 1 billion dollars, surrendered to Colombian 
officials after the United States request for 


extradition was denied by the government. The 
extradition ban was passed by Colombia's 
congress in 1991 - most likely to protect drug- 
lords such as Herrera. 

Samper delivers heroin to US 
Colombia President Ernesto Samper was 
forced to give the country’s chief prosecutor 
written evidence after a stash of eight pounds 
of heroin was found aboard his private jet. 

The President was on his way to the United 
Nations when an anonymous phone call 
revealed the presence of drugs upon the 
Samper plane. 

The pilot, also commander of the Catam 
military air base in Bogota, where the Boeing 
707 was stationed, was fired as part of the 
inquiry into the heroin discovery. Ten other 
crew members were also arrested. 

In an unprecedented diplomatic move, the 
State Department withdrew his visa because of 
his known links with cocaine traffickers. 

There was speculation the heroin may have 
been planted by the US Drug Enforcement 
Administration (does That sound familiar) in a 
bid to topple Samper. According the DEA, 
Colombia has edged out Southeast Asia's 
Golden Triangle as the No. I supplier of high 
grade heroin to the US. 

Peru 

Innocent Terrorist freed 
Three journalist were awarded pardons 
recently based on a new body created to speed 
the release of those jailed unjustly on charges 
of terrorism. All told, 31 prisoners are expected 
to be pardoned and released. 

As part of a tough anti-guerrilla strategy. 
President Fujimori introduced in 1992. a secret 
military court system, where anonymous judges 
usually wore hoods when passing sentence. 

Eventually, negative public pressure forced 
the dismissal of the courts. Human rights 
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groups claim there remain 750 more political 
prisoners imprisoned unjustly. 

Mexico 

Drug hitmen nabbed by US-Mexieo 

Mexican and US authorities captured five 
hitmen for one of Mexico’s most feared drug 
cartels in a series of raids in Mexico and 
California. 

Two of the men were responsible for the 
execution of Baja’s chief of anti-drug police in 
Mexico City. 

The five gatilleros (hired guns) were part of 
the Tijuana cartel, run by the Arellano Felix 
brothers. The Tijuana-San Diego area is 
probably the most heavily drug-trafficked 
border area between the US and Mexico 

NAFTA leftovers 
The highly touted rebirth of Mexico, 
anticipated to take place due to NAFTA, has 
never materialized. NAFTA advocates claimed 
a free market with Mexico would allow 
Mexicans to buy untold amounts of American 
made goods, thereby creating multitudes of 
American factory jobs. 

The results have been just the opposite. In the 
first place, at the prevailing labor rate of S.85 
per hour; Mexicans can afford nothing 
American workers produce. Secondly, NAFTA 
was touted as a builder of living conditions and 
communities south of the border; far from it. 
increased poverty and decreased liv ing 
conditions have resulted. 

The US continues it’s chief export to Mexico. 
Machinery to fill factories filled with low-wage 
workers; and Mexico continues it's chief 
export to the US, Drugs to fill Americas cities 
and schools. 

Editorial Suggestion: The US government is 
constantly seeking new way in which to employ 
the military. Try this; Bomb the shit out of 
Mexico and Colombia and kiss drugs goodbye.

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Israeli Troops torture Palestinian teens 

(Disclaimer: any passage quoted by Israeli 
sources must be taken for the grain of sand it 
represents) 

Palestinian teenagers charged Israeli soldiers 
with making them drink urine during a brief 
detention in the West Bank town of Hebron. 
The two teenagers, Bahjat Abdel-Raaoug al- 
Awaiwi, 16 and Abdel-Raouf al-Awaiwi, 14, 
said themselves, along with 28 other 
Palestinians were held for hours at a Israeli 
military checkpoint in Central Hebron. When 
the teens asked for water, Israeli soldiers 
brought them bottles of stinking yellow liquid. 
The teen refused to drink it because it smelled 
like urine but. the soldiers beat the two teens 
and forced them to drink the urine. 

The teens bled complaints with the 
municipality and with international monitors in 
Hebron. An Israeli army spokesman said the 
army was checking the report. He further stated 
it was customary for Israeli troops to drink each 
other's urine. He refused to comment on 
reports that Israeli soldiers also eat camel dung. 

Israeli control over US

The Prime Minister will meet with Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak before meeting with 
Libyan President Gadahti in Tripoli to discuss 
and boost trade ties. 

Libya owes Turkish building contractor $365 
million in outstanding debts. The United States, 
afraid the Prime Minister is driving Turkey 
away from the West, expressed concern over 
the trip. 

Turkish Foreign Minister Tansu Ciller, 
threatened to resign over the matter, but, 
Erbakan said he only hoped to strengthen 
commercial relations with Libya, adding 
America is our friend and ally. 

In addition to Libya and Egypt, Erbakan will 
also visit Nigeria, itself something of an 
international outcast for its human rights record 
and lack of democracy. 

Turkey is positioning itself, under PM 
Erbakan, to become further independent of 
America’s influence.
